How It Was Born. 


The League to Enforce Peace was 


born in Independence hall, Philadel- 
phia, June 17, W15, after a number 
of preliminary conferences in which 
America's foremost statesmen, poli- 
tical economists and philosophers had 
participated. No effort had been made 
to work out a constlttftftm, but there 
were submitted for consideration and 
adoption four general proposals, as 
follows: 
First: 
All justiciable questions 


arising between the signatory powers, 
not settled by negotiation, shall sub- 
ject to the limitations of treaties, toe 
submitted to a judicial tribunal for 
hearing and judgment, tooth upon the 
merits and upon any Issue as to Its 
jurisdiction of the question. 


Second: 
All other questions aris- 


ing between the signatories and not 
settled by negotiation, shall be sub- 
mitted to a council of concilJftMont/or 
hearing, consideration and rccbmmen-

nml the confederation of tbe thirteen 
colonies, such leaRues had been for 
the prosecution of war or the advance- 
ment of selfish ends rather than the 
enforcement of a permanent peace be- 
tween states. 
To accomplish that . which 
the 


league turn set out to do there must, 
declared .Mr. Holt, be an extension 
of democracy, -Only In a democracy, 
such as America or Great Britain, he 
said, could such a project be con£ 
celved, and only .through the' spread' 
of democratic' principles 
may 
the

tlon. 
,Objections Disposed Of. 


He discussed and disposed ot the 


principal objections to the, League to 
Enforce Peace—first, that ot William 
Jennings Bryan, that the plan ot oper- 
ation is unconstitutional, that only 
the senate and the house ot the Uni- 
ted States have a right to declare 
war; that no foreign nation can dic- 
tate our entrance Into any war. Hatn- 
llton Holt acknowledges that only the 
congress of these .United States has 
constitutional power to declare war, 
and declares the League to Enforce 
Peace would in no degree seek to 
usurp this power. The league merely 
would Insist that before congress de- 
clares war the questions at Issue 'be 
submitted to the international council 
for negotiation and conciliation. Then, 
if congress feeta the verdict of that 
body Is just there need be no war; 
it it takes exceptions, it may still 
mako war, but without the support 
of the league.

40 cargo ships of over 1«00 tons each 
were sunk by German submarines 
last week. 


How many ships of less than 1COO 


tons were sunk, or how great was 
the total tonnage of ships sunk win 
not reported. 


The figures given and the solemn 


warning to the people of Great Bn 
tain which was Issued by Lord Devon- 
port, the food controller, at the same 
time, Indicate that the submarine 
campaign is by no means a failure. 


We violate no confidence when we 


say, thut officials in the highest places 
in *V'ashington have no illusions as 
to the grave possibilities Involved in 
tbe Increased activity and effective 
ness of the German submarines. 


The success of the allied causa, 


which now is our cause as well, de 
pends absolutely upon keeping Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Russia sup- 
plied with food and the raw materials 
for munitions.
